Excursion Sloop Capsizes in a 
Sudden Squall 


THIRTEEN PERSONS RESCUED 


Captain Samuelson and a Dozen Oth* 


«r Survivors Picked Up With Great 


Dufficulty by the Tug Lemont— Ill-

When the Accident Occurred. 


New York, July 19.—Ten persons 
were drowned, two of them little 
girls, when the excursion sloop Roxa­ 
na, carrying twenty-two passengers, 
was capsized by a sudden squall in 
lower New York bay. The dead are: 
Celina Sameason, New York; Ella 
Olsen, Flat Bush, L. I.; Olgo and 
Selma Knudson, sisters; John Chris­ 
tensen, Abraham Hunson, Abraham 
Jamison, Alice Engleson, Peter Spiel- 
con and John Thompson, all of Brook­ 
lyn. 
The captain of the Roxana and the 
twelve survivors were picked up un­ 
der great difficulties in a rough and 
choppy sea by the tug Lemont. 
The Roxana, with her skipper, Cap­ 
tain Samuelson, was chartered at Ul­ 
mer Beach, Brooklyn, by a party from 
Brooklyn for a sail across the hay to 
Midland Beach, Staten Island, and 
back. The first leg of the voyage was 
made without mishap and all hands 
piled ashore to make merry. 
All afternoon there was a stiff 
breeze from the southwest, which left 
a nasty cross sea. Toward 4 o’clock 
the Roxana, reeling homeward across 
the hay under all the sail good judg­ 
ment would permit to he carried, 
Blipped into a squall. She lay over 
until her copper plates glistened in 
the sun, and, as the angle of the deck 
steepened to the bolling water in her 
lee, the women screamed and scram­ 
bled for the upper rail. 
The captain struggled to slack away 
his sheet, but there was no time for 
measures of relief. In one moment 
the Roxana was bottom up and the 
foam was black with bobbing heads. 
In another Roxana had vanished and 
one by one the heads began to follow 
her. 
Fortunately the tug Lamont wa3 
keeping 
a 
sharp lookout. Captain 
Keyes saw the sloop heel over in the 
gust and fail to come back. Instant­ 
ly he headed for the spot where the 
Roxana had been, but before he could 
reach her, ten of the passengers had 
gone down. Life lines and buoys 
were thrown to those still afloat and 
after a few minutes of brisk and 
anxious work, all in sight were taken 
aboard the Lamont. 
The survivors, thoroughly exhaust­ 
ed and half dazed, were taken to a 
hospital on Staten Island. 


AGREEMENT ON TARIFF BILL 


Believed Conferees Will Report It 
Next Thursday.

conferees will be retidy to report a 
full agreement on the tariff bill next 
Thursday. The president’s declara­ 
tion in favor of free raw material has 
cleared the situation and made possi­ 
ble an early settlement of many ques­ 
tions that have been in dispute and 
threatened a long drawn out fight. 
The conferees will give the presi­ 
dent what he has asked in this par­ 
ticular. Aldrich and Payne reached 
a tentative agreement to recommend 
free hides, asked by the house. This 
schedule will causa the greatest bit­ 
terness in the senate. Free coal, free 
Iron ore, free oil each have their op­ 
ponents, but tho number is restricted 
to a few states and a combination of 
the forces cannot defeat the presi­ 
dent’s desire. 
The flood of commendatory tele­ 
grams and letters continues to pour 
into the White House. The president 
is not left in doubt thftt his course 
meets the approval of the people.

SERIOUS GUSH TAKES PUCE 


Crashes to Earth and Injures 
Amateur Aviator. 


SEVERAL PERSONS DROWNED 


Nearly a Score Meet Death in Vicini­ 
ty of New York. 
New York, July 19.—Sixteen per­ 
sons, five of them women, met death 
by drowning in the waters either sur­ 
rounding or in the vicinity of New 
York. Ten of the victims perished 
after the capsizing of the excursion 
sloop Roxana. The other drownings, 
with but one exception, were swim­ 
ming accidents. 
Stephen Ernest of Brooklyn was 
drowned off Coney Island while learn­ 
ing to swim. Charles Hendrickson of 
Brooklyn met death in the same vi­ 
cinity by the upsetting of a rowboat. 
William Yaeger of New York slipped 
on some rocks and fell into the Hud­ 
son to His death. 
Off Belmore, Long Island, Charles 
Conn got beyond his depth and sank; 
Giano Rizzo, a laborer, perished while 
swimming in the Harlem river. Ed­ 
ward Wall of East Orange, N. J., 
was seized with cramps and drowned 
In the Morris canal, near Newark. 


New York, July 19.—A frightened 
amateur sitting like a wooden man 
went up at dawn in Glenn H. Curtiss’ 
aeroplane, which hovered a moment 
in midair and then crashed to earth. 
The beautiful craft in which Curtiss 
made his remarkable flight Saturday 
was badly wrecked and the would-be 
aviator was lifted unconscious from 
the twisted frame, his left arm bro­ 
ken, his left thumb dislocated, his 
body bruised and his brain reeling. 
His injuries, however, are not se­ 
rious. 
The accident occurred on Hemp­ 
stead Plain, Mineola, where Curtiss 
has been giving demonstrations for 
the New York Aeronautic society, to 
which he recently sold his aeroplane 
for $5,000. It was a member of the 
society, Alexander Williams, forty- 
two years old, who was injured. 
While Williams had driven many 
an automobile, is familiar with gas 
engines, and is somewhat of a ma­ 
chinist, he seemed to lose complete 
control of himself as the aeroplane 
soared upward and when it had at­ 
tained a height of thirty feet the 
craft careened sharply to the right, 
swooped 
toward 
the 
earth, 
and, 
striking on end, turned completely 
over, then rolled on its back. 
Will­ 
iams was delirious as a physician bent 
over him and muttered that someone 
had collided with him in the air. 


Robbers in Fatal Fight. 
Columbus, O., July 19.—A man un­ 
der middle age, giving his name as 
John Bqpwn and his home Nebraska, 
died in St. Francis hospital from a 
bullet wound sustained in a quarrel 
with two confederates over a division 
of spoils from a street holdup which 
had occurred a short time before. His 
confederates, whoso names Brown re­ 
fused to divulge, escaped. 


LONDON’S NAVAL PAGEANT 


Favored by 
Glorious 
Weather and 
Pronounced a Success. 
London, July 19.—London’s naval 
pageant, in which 150 warships are 
taking part, was favored by glorious 
weather and is pronounced an enor­ 
mous success. It has been asserted 
that the reason such a large fleet nev­ 
er before was gathered in the Thames 
was the fear of the possibility of its 
being bottled in by an enemy. No 
such idea now seems to enter the

dreds of thousands of whom turned out 
to view the magnificent spectacle.

One Striker Probably Fatally Shot, 


Two Members of the Crowd Wound­ 


ed by Bullets and Several Others 


Injured 
in 
Fight 
With 
Mounted 


Troopers— Alleged 
Labor 
Leaders 


Arrested. 


Butler, Pa., July IP.—Taking the 
•triking employes of the Standard 
Steel Car company completely by sur­ 
prise, a detachment of the state con­ 
stabulary arrived here from Punxsu­ 
tawney to guard the company’s prop­ 
erty at Lyndora. 
The strikers, angered by. the ap­ 
pearance of the troops, gathered 
around the plant yard and in a clash 
with the mounted troopers one striker 
was probably fatally shot, two mem­ 
bers of the crowd were wounded by 
bullets and more than ten were other­ 
wise injured. Fifteen alleged strike 
leaders were arrested by the troopers. 
According to a report current here 
the constabulary bad been expected 
here since Saturday despite the state­ 
ments of the car company’s officials 
to the effect that outside police pro­ 
tection was not desired. 
The entrance of 500 employes of 
the Standard Wheel company, a con­ 
cern 
manufacturing 
pressed 
steel 
wheels, into the ranks of the 2,000 
striking men of the Standard Steel 
Car company makes the situation at 
Butler ominous. The wheel company 
employes refused to report for work. 
The men on strike at both plants 
are unorganized. The principal con­ 
tention of the striking men is that 
both the car and wheel companies are 
working full capacity but refuse to 
pay wa&es in proportion to the amount 
of work turned out. 


Situation Became Serious. 
The strike situation at the car 
company’s plant really became serious 
following the attempt of 500 strikers 
to tear down the car company’s board 
fence. The strikers, it is reported, 
had been told that two box cars had 
been taken into the plant yard, load­ 
ed with strike-breakers. A rush was 
made upon the plant gates, but the 
heavy doors refused to yield. The 
mob armed themselves with railway 
ties and heavy battering rams and 
tore through a fifty-foot section of the 
fence. The box cars were searched, 
but were found to be loaded with ma­ 
terial. The crowd then dispersed. 
Following the arrival and housing 
of the troopers at the car plant, the 
strikers gathered on a hill west of 
the plant yard and held an impromptu 
meeting. They were addressed by 
Father Becavaca of the 
Lyndora 
Catholic church, who advised against 
violence and bloodshed. Addressing 
Sheriff Caldwell, who stood at the 
edge of the orowd. Father Becavaca 
said: 
“If you will take th cee troops away, 
I will guarantee there will be no fur­ 
ther violence.” 
The sheriff stated he had been re­ 
quested to send for the troops by the 
car company officials, as an attempt 
would be made to operate the car 
plant. 
Following the meeting of the strik­ 
ers on the hill quiet was restored, tho 
striking men going to their homes for 
the night. 
The state constabulary established 
quarters inside the car company's 
plant, sleeping on their blankets. 
The Standard steel car company of­ 
ficials stated that they did not recog­ 
nize the strike of the men in any way. 
“We will not arbitrate the matter,” 
said General Manager Allman. 


Elmo ll. Wins Ocean Race. 
Marblehead, Mass., July 19.—The 
Elmo II., owned by F. O. Giles, Jr., 
won the 285-mile ocean race for pow­ 
er boats from Bayri<Jgo, Brooklyn, to 
Marblehead. Her time was 25 hours, 
19 minutes and 55 seconds. Twelve 
boats started In the race Saturday 
morning. The Lizzie L. finished sec­ 
ond and the Irene II. was third.

La Crosse, Wis., July 19.-—Offering 
his life to save that of Joseph J. Bez- 
poletz, George Lopitz gave it in vain, 
as both were carried away by the 
swift current of the Mississippi.

GASOLINE 
BOAT 
CAPSIZES 


Five Lives Lost in the Ohio River 
Near Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati, July 19.—Five lives were 
lost in the capsizing of a gasoline 
boat in the Ohio river and four per­ 
sons were rescued at Stuart’s Land­ 
ing on the Fort Thomas, Ky., side op­ 
posite Linwood, O., a suburb of this 
city. The dead are: 
John and Jacob Hoffman, Andrew 
Albert and George Franso, all of New­ 
port, Ky., and one person, name not 
yet obtained. 
The party of nine had left the pub­ 
lic landing for a trip up the river 
and the boat was returning when it 
struck a barge in the swift current at 
Stuart’s Landing. Instantly all of the 
occupants were thrown Into the water. 
Their cries attracted riyermen attend­ 
ing the barges and the latter rescued 
four of the party, who were taken to 
the river bank unconscious and were 
later revived. 


SALOON KEEPER MURDERED 


Assassinated While Entering Gate of 
Hrs Horns. 
Tampa, Fla., July 19.—Alfredo Al­ 
varez, proprietor of a West Tampa 
saloon, was assassinated just as he 
was entering the gate of his home by 
an unknown person who made his es­ 
cape. Nearby was found a shotgun 
marked “H. V. K.” 
One peculiar feature of the murder 
is that Alvarez is the man from whom 
It is said was obtained a check for 
$100 which figured in the alleged of­ 
fer to pay State’s Witness Burmedez 
In the Castegn Ficcarratta murder 
case to leate the city.

FOUR KILLED AND 
A SCORE INJURED 


Motorcycle Explodes and Panic 
Follows Accident 


Premier Clemence ae Attacked. 
Paris, July 19.—Premier Clemen- 
ceau, as be was leaving his residence, 
was attacked by a man who raised a 
cane to strike him. A policeman 
sprang forward and overpowered the 
man, who proved to be an aged street 
hawker, who it is believed was half 
crazed by absinth* 


Berlin, July 19.—Four persons were 
killed, more than twenty severely in­ 
jured and a dozen others slightly in­ 
jured as the result of the explosion 
of a motorcycle, and a fire which fol­ 
lowed it, during a cycle race at the 
old botanic gardens. 
Thousands of spectators had gath­ 
ered around the track, which was 
opened for the first time a few days 
ago. The first race was over and the 
second event, an endurance race, was 
on, some of the best known cyclists, 
Including Stellbring. Contenet, Ryser 
and Stol, participating. After a few 
laps the tire of one of the pacemak­ 
ers’ motorcycle burst and the rider 
lost control. The benzine exploded in 
a burst of flame and the machine 
leaped into the air and hurled itself 
against the barriers, which broke 
down. 
The rider was thrown off and fell 
Against other competitors who were 
pltohed to the track, several of them 
being severely injured. So terrific 
was the speed of the motorcycle that 
it continued on its course after the 
explosion, crashing into the public 
stand, hurling spectators right and 
left, and setting on fire several wo­ 
men’s summer dresses. Two women 
were instantly killed and their bodies, 
saturated with flaming benzine* were 


burned to eluders. The wooden stand 
caught fire and the flames flashed in 
the faces of bystanders, who, with 
clothing ablaze, rushed about shriek­ 
ing with pain and fear, until cool­ 
headed onlookers threw them to the 
ground and smothered the flames. 
A panic ensued, in which a great 
number of persons, including children, 
were badly trampled. Eighteen men 
and four women were seriously in­ 
jured, two of the men having since 
died. The hospital surgeons say that 
several others are in a hopeless con­ 
dition. 


FATHER AND SON 
PERISH 


Went Fishing in Rowboat on St. Louis 
River. 
Duluth, July 19.—John H. Schuler, 
aged sixty years, and his son, John 
H. Schuler, Jr., aged thirty-five years, 
were drowned in the S t Louis river 
at Fond du Lac, twelve miles from 
Duluth. 
How it happened may never be 
known. The father and son went 
fishing in a rowboat, and when they 
did not return search was made and 
their dead bodies were found when 
the river was dragged. 
Schuler was an employe of the 
Zenith Furnace company. 


ORE TRAIN KILLS TWO MEN 


Section Hands Die Within Few Hours 
of Each Other. 
Duluth, July 19.—Elite Anderson, 
aged thirty years, and Frank Maki, 
aged twenty-three years, section hands 
employed in the yards of the Missabe 
road at Virginia, were killed by ore 
trains within a few hours of each oth­ 
er. Both men were single.

Shah’s Disregard of the Constitution 
Led to the Outbreak. 
The recent occupation of Teheran, 
the Persian capital, by the National­ 
ists Is a direct result of the insist­ 
ence of the Persian people that the 
shah govern the country under the 
constitution that was granted on Jan. 
I, 1907. 
The shah has ignored and 
withdrawn the constitution, which he 
signed when he ascended the throne. 
His course has resulted In widespread 
unrest In Persia, which in some sec 
tlons has approached anarchy. 
The 
movement to compel him to observe 
the constitution gained force until, fol 
lowing the dissolution of parliament in 
1908, IT great part of the country broke 
out Iii insurrection, particularly at 
Tabriz, which fell Into the hands of 
the Nationalists after fierce fighting. 
While the shah was trying 
cope 
with this situation in the north tile 
Bakhtlarl tribesmen, the fighting race 
of Persia, rose in the south and early 
this year captured Ispahan, 210 miles 
South of Teheran. The tribesmen then 
began the long march to the capital, 
and their advance guard arrived In 
front of Teheran last month. 
In addition to her internal disorders, 
Persia has been beset by serious situ­ 
ations on her frontiers. 
On one side 
Turkey lins invaded Persia in the di­ 
rection of Lnumiah, her ground for 
this step being a frontier dispute of 
long standing, and the city has been 
surrounded by Kurdish bandits and 
Turkish troops. The British and Rus­ 
sian governments have been exerting 
their influence to induce the shah to 
summon a representative assembly to 
bring the state of anarchy to an end, 
and Russia, acting in full accord with 
Great Britain, has sent a military ex­ 
pedition into Persia from Baku for 
the protection of foreigners. 
This 
force was recently at Kazvin, eighty- 
six miles from Teheran. 
The Persian empire is divided into 
British and Russian spheres of in­ 
fluence, and these complications, to­ 
gether with the Turkish aggression on 
the western frontier, have served to 
increase the hostilities between the in­ 
ternal factions.

Thoro nro certain unwritten rules 
that must be riskily observed by auto- j 
mobilists in the ranch region of west-! 
era Texas in the vicinity of Brady. J 
The joy rider soon conies to grief in 
that part of the United Stntes. 
The automobile is in general use in 
the range territory, but the cowboys 
do not permit any undue liberties to be 
taken In running the machines. 
The 
shooting ui» of automobiles by cowboys ' 
is a commin practice.

Rome, July 19.—Don Carlos of Bour­ 
bon, the pretender to the Spanish 
throne, is dead at Varese, in Lom­ 
bardy. He had been ill for a long 
time and tho latest reports indicated 
that he was suffering from apoplexy 
with the accompanying paralysis. 
Don Carlos, duke of Madrid, who 
claimed under the special law of suc­ 
cession established by Philip V. to be 
the legitimate king of Spain by the 
title of Charles VIL, was born at Lay- 
bacli, Austria, March 30, 1948. His 
father. Don Juan, was the brother of 
Don Carlos, Charles VII., known as 
the Count de Montemolin, in support 
of whose claims the Carlist risings of 
1848, 1855 and 1860 were organized. 
As Charles VI. died in 1861 with­ 
out children, hi3 rights devolved up­ 
on his brother, Don Juan, who had 
married the Archduchess Maria Tere­ 
sa. Their son, Don Carlos, married 
on Feb. 4, 1867, Margaret de Bour­ 
bon. In October, 1868, Don Juan ab­ 
dicated in favor of his son, whose 
standard was raised in the north of 
Spain in 1872 by some of his parti­ 
sans. Don Carlos himself, after ad­ 
dressing a proclamation to the in­ 
habitants of Catalonia, Aragan and 
Valentia, calling upon them to take 
up arms in his cause, made his entry 
into Spain July 15, 1873, announcing 
that he came for the purpose of 
saving the country. Then followed 
the “four years’ war,” which ended

Different Ornamentation and Wida V a­ 
riety of Plant From the Same Molds. 
Cost $1,200 to Build a House For One 
Family. 


“The men In my shop wanted to make 
a plain panel for the house, one with­ 
out ornamentation, but I told them we 
would give the workingman and his 
family ornamental work for their fu­ 
ture homes. They deserve It, and, be­ 
sides, it costs no more after the pat­ 
tern Is made to give decorative effect 
than it would to make everything 
plain.” 
These words, spoken by Thomas A. 
Edison a few days ago as he stood on 
the steps of his laboratory at Orange. 
N. J., hold out an interesting future 
for the workingman who is proud of 
his home. His words revealed not only 
his real motive In the latest work the 
great Inventor has been undertaking, 
but they demonstrate the fact that he 
had attained the success he had been 
aiming at for the last eight years—to 
provide 
for 
the 
workingman 
the 
chance of possessing a substantial and 
attractive home for little money. 
In recent years Edison has been a 
philanthropist. For nearly ten years 
he has been working out various prob­ 
lems for the welfare of his fellow men, 
but in all that time he has been trying 
to evolve something that would make 
the struggle for existence easier and 
pleasanter for the workingman, and 
he has accomplished a great thing. In­ 
stead of living as he does at present 
in a dingy tenement or stuffy, unat­ 
tractive apology for a house, the wage 
earner will soon be able to live In a 
miniature palace. 
Can Pour a House. 
This prospect has been brought 
about by Mr. Edison’s new “poured 
cement house,” which is about to be­ 
come a factor In twentieth century 
building construction. 
It is Edison’s hope to erect for the 
millions who dwell In tenements high­ 
ly ornamental, waterproof and vermin 
proof houses in the suburbs for $1,200 
each, and on the proposition that 
for $10 a month the workingman can 
live in a detached, sanitary cement 
house, with a yard for the children to 
play in, Edison went ahead and per­ 
fected his processes. 
To this work 
Edison has given his best thought. 
Architects and engineers and, in fact, 
all technical men who have a knowl­ 
edge of the properties of concrete 
greeted the Arst announcement of the 
Edison poured house two years ago 
with incredulity and smiles. 
Some of the Objections. 
The most frequent objection or criti­ 
cism offered was the apparent Im­ 
practicability of pouring concrete into 
an intricate set of molds and secur­ 
ing a surface throughout that would 
be free from imperfections. 
“It wfll 
clog,” “It will not Aow,” were expres­ 
sions heard on all sides. Then objec­ 
tions were offered on artistic grounds. 
“Imagine a city of houses every one 
of which is like all the others. It Is 
preposterous,” was said. 
Mr. Edison has answered all these 
objections to the full satisfaction of 
the most critical. Here are the Impor­ 
tant facts about the poured house: 
He has produced a mixture of a 
consistency almost like water which 
holds the stone or aggregates in sus­ 
pension, allows the mixture to flow 
freely to all parts of the molds and 
secures a uniform distribution of the 
aggregates throughout the mass. The 
molds are adapted to variations of ar­ 
rangement, thus making it possible to 
change the style of houses with the 
same set of molds. With Ave or six 
sets of molds, therefore, a wide variety 
of style is possible. 
Following is a description of one of 
Edison’s $1,200 poured cement houses 
for one family, with a door plan 25 by 
30 feet: 
It is intended to be built on lots 
40 by 60 feet, giving lawn and small 
garden room. The front porch extends 
eight feet and the back porch three 
feet. 
On the Arst door is a large 
front room. 14 by 23 and nine and 
one-half feet high, intended as a living 
room, and a kitchen in the back, 14 by 
20 and one and one-half feet high. 
In the corner of the front room Is a 
wide staircase leading to the second 
door. 
Plenty of Light and Air. 
This contains two large bedrooms, a 
wide hall and a roomy bathroom. 
The third door has two large rooms. 
Each room has large windows, so 
there is an abundance of light and 
fresh air. The cellar, seven feet six 
inches high, extends under the whole 
house and will contain the boiler, 
washtubs and coal bunker. The dec­ 
orations will be cast with the house 
and will therefore be a part of the 
structure. 
In preparing the cement for the house 
the concrete, after being mixed, will 
be dumped into large tanks, from 
which it will be conveyed to a distrib­ 
uting tank on the roof or top of the 
forms. 
A large number of open 
troughs or pipes will lead the mixture 
to various openings in the roofs, 
whence it will dow down and All all 
parts of the molds to the footings in 
the basement till it overdows at the 
tip of the roof. 
The actual pouring 
will require about six hours. 
The fact has been absolutely demon­ 
strated that a mixture is produced that 
has all the characteristics of a liquid 
and Alls all interstices and openings.— 
Cement World. 


PROGRESS IS SATISFACTORY 


American Counsel Preparing for Le­ 
gal Battle at The Hague. 
Washington, July 19.—Entirely sat­ 
isfactory progress Is being made by 
the agent and counsel for the United 
States for tho great legal battle which 
will be fought in May next before 
The Hague tribunal to determine the 
status of American Ashermen In New­ 
foundland waters. Chandler P. Ander­ 
son, who has immediate charge of the 
matter In hand, has been working 
diligently for several months with the 
result that before Oct. 4, next, the 
time limit set by the agreement with 
Great Britain, this government will 
be ready to submit its case with full 
conAdence of an ultimate decision in 
its favor. American Ashermen for 
many years have made grievous com­ 
plaints to the state department of 
tho unfriendly attitude and the re­ 
strictions of the Newfoundland au­ 
thorities with respect to their rights 
under the original treaty negotiated 
between the two countries as far 
back as 1832. The importance oi 
reaching a Anal and complete settle­ 
ment of this controversy, which has 
been a source of irritation and has 
frequently threatened a disruption oi 
friendly relations between the Unit­ 
ed States and British possessions in 
North America since that time can 
hardly be overestimated. One of the 
general questions involved is as to 
whether colonial or state laws shall 
bo permitted to interfere with th® 
terms of a treaty. 


Editor* Return From Outing. 
St. Paul, July 19.—The Minnesota 
Editorial association returned to St 
Paul from the annual outing, having 
taken this year the lake trip from 
Duluth to Sarnia, Ont. The chief in­ 
cident during the return from Sarnia 
was an excursion from Port Arthur 
to the falls at Kakabeka, where a 
20,000 horse-power plant is under 
construction for supplying electricity 
to Port Arthur. 


Autoists Entertained. 
Minneapolis, July 19.—Glidden tour­ 
ists displayed great enthusiasm over 
the entertainment which was provided 
for them here. Local autoists turned 
over the use of their machines to tho 
visitors and a party of 300 went to 
Minnetonka, where they took a trip 
on the lake in chartered boats.
